Afuinafdo Was Deeeired 


GIVES DETAILS 


Or H«w th* Captor* of Agvlaaldo 


Was Flawed and Carried Out Sue. 
caMfuly- Maccabefea* Had • Bad 
CM* of "Battle*" at Critical Tine 


Washington, July IS.— The war de- 


partment yesterday made public Briga- 
dier General Punston's report of the cap- 
tur* of Agulnfeldo, made under date of 
Way 6. 


This report presents in -detail all the 


(acts relating to the capture of Ag- 
ulnaldo which were made public at that 
'me. 
General Fuuston goes Into de- 


tails concerning toe captured corre- 
spondence from Agulnaldo, and the use 
he made of Cectlio Sagismnndo, who 
had presented himself to Lieutenant 
Taylor with letters of Agulnaldo that 
he was to deliver to various Insurgent 
chiefs. General Funston gives the fol- 
lowing accouat of the forged letters 
Which were used to deceive Agulnaldo: 


"On Oct. 24, 1900, while scouting la 


the vicinity dt Gapau, I had surprised 
the insurgent chief, Lacuna, in bis 
camp, and had captured, among other 
things, soina writing paper which al- 
ready bore his headquarters' seal. On 
this paper two letters were written to 
Aguinaldo over the carefully forged 
signature of Lacuna. 


"One of these letters wag dated Feb. 


84, 1001, at Bulao. 
In it Lacuna ac- 


knowledged the receipt of Agulnaldo's 
letter* of Jan. is and 14, and thanked 
him for the confirmation of his (La- 
cuna's) appointment as brigadier gen- 
eral, made come time previously by Al- 


"It will be remembered that the let- 


ters referred to had fallen into our 
hands. Our letter indulged in the usual 
rhetoric employed by the Insurgent 
chiefs in their correspondence, and gavo 
a glowing account of the progress of the 
campaign, from the standpoint of La- 
cuna. 


"Another letter, supposed? from the 


cane place, but dated Feb. 28, was pre- 
pared, stating that the writer had just 
received a communication from Baldo- 
niora Aguinaldo ordering him to send 
one of bis best companies under a re- 
liable chief to Emtlio Agulnaldo in 
Iiabela. 


"In accordance with these orders, be 


was sending this force, under Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Placido. 
The letter, be 


stated, had been captured by the Ameri- 
cans a year ago, and. after his release 
had lived iu Jaen, but recently had taken 
to the field again, when ordered to do 
so by Lecnna. 
This was included In 


the letter, for fear that Aguinaldo might 
have heard that Placido bad been cap- 
tured by the Americans and had taken 
th_e oath of allegiance. 
The letter also 


stated that Aguinaldo's courier, Cecllio 
Bigismuado, was with Lacuna, and 
would accompany the column. These 
two letters were dictated by me, but 
were written by Segovia. We were in 
possession of a number of samples of 
Lacuna's signature, and had previously 
succeeded In executing a very neat for- 
gery of his autograph at the end of each 
one of the two sheets." 


Of the actual capture. General Funs- 


ton says: "The Maccabebes started up 
into the town and we beard a few shots, 
followed by scattered firing. We hasti- 
ly crossed the river and, running up Into 
the town, found that the Maccabebes 
were somewhat demoralized. 
Ag- 


uinaldo's guard of about 50 armed aud 
uniformed men had been drawn up to 
receive the reinforcements, and, on be- 
ing fired into, broke and ran, a few of 
them returning the fire as they re- 
treated. 


"Aguinaldo, with his officers, had 


awaited in his quarters. Placido and 
Segovia entered the house to report the 
arrival and after a short conversation 
Segovia stepped outside the house and 
ordered the Maccabebes who bad just 
come up to open fire on the insurgents, 
who were standing in line at a distance 
of. about 50 yards. 
The Maccabebes 


were ,so excited and nervous that their 
fire was very ineffective. 
But two of 


the insurgents were killed, the remain- 
der, in their flight, throwing away IS 
rifles and 100 rounds of ammunition. 
* "As soon as Segovia bad given the or- 
der, he ran back Into the house and 
opened fire on the officers surrounding 
'Aguinaldo. 
He wounded Villa and 


Albambra. 
The latter jumped out of 


the bouse into the river, and was not 
seen again. 
Villa, on being wounded, 


surrendered, as did also Santiago Bar- 
celona, Agulnaldo's treasurer. 


"The five remaining officers escaped 


from the house, and swam the river.

very start. Tbe Boston yacht, however, 
sailed such a remarkably plucky race 
after being shorn of ber top gear, that It 
is generally believed here that she would 
have won the race but for tbe accident. 


For 20 minutes after tbe start she 


sailed with the wreck of her clubtopsaii 
trailing astern, while for six minutes 
ehe was motionless, luffed in the wind, 
while tbe crew cleared away the tangle. 
All the time the other yachts were speed- 
ing along under all sail, jet the Inde- 
pendence was only beaten seven min- 
utes and 42 seconds at the first mark, 
and sailed tbe second leg of the triangle 
in less time than either of tbe other 
yachts, although they carried club-top- 
sails. 
In tbe run home the two Bristol 


boats, under a greater sail, beat ths 
Lawsoii boat a little over four minutes 
Iu 10 miles. 


The Columbia was never headed by 


the Constitution, but the new boat gave 
the old one a wai in Contest, as if bit- 
terly averse to giving up tbe laurel* 
won in the first two races of the series. 
The Columbia had the better of both 
the reaches, but the Constitution sailed 
the windward leg a minute and a half 
faster thaa the old boat She was never 
able, however, to quite r«acb the Co- 
lumbia. 


The result of tbe four contests be- 


tween these three boats leaves much to 
be determined, especially as to their 
relative merits in anything except light 
airs.

Newport Yacht Racing association, the 
Constitution won the first two, in light 
airs, beating the other yachts by a large 
margin, while the Columbia won the 
last two In close finishes with the new 
Bristol yacht.

The crowd early this morning aban- 


doned its lynching plan. Five hundred 
men, in squads of 75, raided the negro 
quarter in the north end, chasing and 
beating negroes and smashing windows. |

THE E1GHT-HOBB LAW 


Much interest is given in this state 


to the legal fight over the eight-hour 
law in New York. The question is on 
the constitutionality, of the measure. 
If the New York courts decide against 
•the law the decision will have great 
effect, upon the Massachusetts law. 
Controller Coier of the city *»f New 
York refused to pay a contractor be- 
cause' m carrying out his contract he 
violated the eight-hour law and the 
prevailing rate of wages law. The con 
tractor applied for a writ of peremp- 
tory'mandamus and was denied by the 
court of aopeals. This denial was 
made this week and was accepted in 
some quarters as a decision which held 
the eight-hour law to be constitutional 
The brief reports printed of the ease 
gave the' Impression that the court of 
appeals had not at all touched upon 
the eight-hour law's constitutionality 
and a special dispatch from Albany to 
the New York Herald yesterday makes 
this clear. The matter Is still unde- 
termined. The dispatch we refer to 
pays: 


"The court of appeals did not decide 


the 
constitutionality 
of the 
state 


eight-hour law in denying the appeal 
of Eugene 
Lentilhon against Con- 


troller Coter. The court simply ruled 
that the controller mip-ht be sued in a 
fcommon Jaw action to compel him to 
pay the r mount due to the plaintiff 
for contracts performed and refustd a 
•writ of peremptory mandamus. 
The 


contolier declined to pay the contrac- 
tor oil the ground that he had violated 
the eight hour law and the prevailing 
rate of wages law. 
The court says 


that the latter has been declared un- 
fconstitutional and that the present 
case should go to the common law 
courts f so that the constitutionality of 
the eight hour law may 1 e tested. The 
court declares that the issue is one of 
£reat importance and that it should be 
tried soon."

The series of races off Newport has 


endtd and no matter what the experts 
may think it Is certain that there can 
be no decided popular opinion as to 
which of the three great yachts in the 
superior. Which yacht should be the 
cup defender Is still an open question 
so far aa the public is concerned, and 
the pubttc has a voice in thi* as well 
as the yacht clubs. 


In the beginning of the series of 


races just ended the 
Independence 


made no showing whatever. She suf- 
fered humiliating defeat. 
But there 


was no wind, hardly ever more than a 
five-knot breeze. Under this wind con- 
dition the Constitution carried o« the 
bpnors, defeating the old Columbia 
with good margins. Yet it was sail- 
Ing before a breath, and. the lighter 
the breath the better it served for 
the Constitution. When the wind con- 
ditions changed there was a change in 
the behavior of the boats. A moderate 
breeze of 10 knots brought the Colum- 
bia, in ahead of the Constitution. A 
stiffen breeze yeste-day had the same 
result. Thus, between the two Herres- 
h'offi boats, the old Columbia is the 
better when there is wind. At least 
this ia the verdict written in the re- 
sult of this series though the experts 
declare the new boat to be far the bet- 
ter one.

Italian Brtvff&A.'fe&UftCJtp Sowea- 


der on HontfiVK Iroiiaitloits. 


The case of Mussolino, the notorious 


Italian brigand who for months haa 
defied Italy's military and police pow- 
er, has now entered the negotiation 
etage. Signer Marlglla, mayor of Af rl- 
co di Calabria, Is now in Rome as an 
envoy extraordinary with full powers 
to negotiate for the ruffian's capitula- 
tion on honorable terms. 


Mussolino's groat arid abiding griev- 


ance is that be was unjustly condemn- 
ed for murdering the first man for 
whose death he was responsible. It 
was not a case of murder, he contends, 
but of lawful self defense. Jf the gov- 
ernment will grant him a fresh trial, 
he will surrender. He is not in any, 
degree worried about the score of mur- 
ders be has since committed because 
the victims of his knife or gnn were 
base wretches who perjured themselves 
In order to secure the conviction of an 
Innocent man or were persofas engaged 
in the hunt for him and, therefore, fair 
game. 


There is no capital punishment In 


Italy, aud all that can be done to Mus- 
soliuo for bis manifold sins is to send 
him to prison for life. This be will 
not mind at all provided he ia enabled 
first to vindicate his aspersed character 
in connection with his original indis- 
cretion. Slgnor Mariglla takes himself, 
his mission and his client very serious- 
ly. Mussdllno, he says, can never be 
captured either by guile or force. 


The correspondent of the New York 


Sun asked Slgnor Mariglla to describe 
the famous brigand, and here is the 
resultant word portrait: 


"Mussolino is not an ordinary man 


by any means. He has Intelligence 
and is absolutely superior. If he had 
bad tbe advantage of a proper educa- 
tion, he would have developed into a 
genius and man of action who would 
have astonished Italy. One has only 
to talk with him to realize bis great 
Qualities and personal magnetism. He 
Is quite alive to the disadvantages of a 
lack of education and intends to over- 
come them. As soon as be is sent to 
prison he intends to obtain permission 
to pursue a course of studies wblcb he 
bas mapped for himself. 


"He baa resolved also to be of ex- 


emplary behavior, so that he may ob- 
tain, if possible, some commutation of 
his sentence. Physically Mussolino Is 
a handsome young fellow. He Is rath- 
er more than six feet tall, 'of dark com- 
plexion and bas black eyes. He wears 
a small mustache. He taught himself 
to read and write and bas composed 
Bongs which the population of Astro- 
monte are always singing."

which the work of building the Hne will 
begin shortly. 


The Berkshire company will probably 


start ita work Monday, and will work 
north to Cheshire 


The BeiftBhire company is compelled 


to begin work at the Lanesfeoro line 
and build notth in Cheshire. This will 
be equally true of ths Pittsfleld com- 
pany, when it commences work on its 
extension from Lanesboro to Cheshire. 
This is brought about by a condition 
imposed on each company by the se- 
lectmen of Cheshire. The latter has 
'ordered that when wrk is started by 
either company it must commence at 
the La.nesboro 'iae and whichever com 
pany lays its track to the junction bf 
the roads south of the Cheshire Inn 
will have the privilege of building the 
track trrough the village pfoper, con- 
necting with the tracks of the Hoosac 
Valley company. 


Both companies are desirous of con- 


necting with the local company al- 
though whichever builds the road will 
be compelled to allow the other com- 
pany the use of its tracks througip the 
village. This arrangement was agreed 
to by representatives of the Berkshire 
and Plttsleld companies when hearings 
were held before the selectmen for 
locations in that town. The Hoosac 
Valley company will build south as 
far as the town hall, where it will 
connect with 
whichever 
company 


builds to that point frst. Both com- 
panies will run its cais to this point. 


The object of the Cheshire select- 


men in putting in such a condition in 
the franchises was to prevent any con 
flict at this point. It was feared that 
if some such agreement 
was not 


reached that both companies might 
begin work there at the same time and 
the town would be the sufferer.

Berkshire 
company 
controlling the 


track from the junction of the Lanes- 
boro and Berkshire roads to the town 
hall.

MEXICAN MERRYMAKERS.

lirmtf It* Saint's OUT. 


The time hoooj-ed custom of celebrating 


the saint's da;, after some of which near- 
ly all the largo haciendas in Mexico are 
turned, was witnessed on a recent Bun- 
day at one of the principal ranches ia the 
valley. 


This custom wts started by the Span- 


Sards as a religious rite aud still retains a 
great deal of the same sentirneut, al- 
though it is looked forward to by most aa 
a gecuine merrymaking. The extent of 
the celebration depends upon th& number 
of families living in the hacienda and the 
liberality of the owner, who generally 
gives a certain sum to cue of the leading 
employees, leaving tbe mutter in his 
hands to arrange for the greatest amoaut 
of enjoyment to his fellow workmen, 4 
strict account is. kept of the way this 
money is bpsnt, so there is no dissatis- 
faction among tho others, although the 
workman enjojhig the distinction of be- 
ing chosen to manage the foast is gener- 
ally a leading star iu the proceedings. 


In the celebration of Sunday the ranch- 


house had been beautifully decorated with 
flowers and evergreens, with Chinese lan- 
terns hung in rows along the portals. 
While work was more than usually well 
attended to tho day before, one could no- 
tice au undercurrent of excitement pie- 
vailing in the colouy of some sixty odd 
hands, and by 8 o'clock Saturday every- 
thing was ready for the short vesper 
dance which is usually held on the night 
before the saint's day celebration proper. 
If the music procured for the occasion is 
good enough, the people of the house gen- 
erally enjoy a little dance themselves, 
while all the peons gather in front of the 
main building and are left entirely to 
their own devices to make the most of 
the occasion. 


However, this was only the preliminary 


for the nest day. At 8:30 in the morn- 
ing mass was heard in the chapel of the 
place. At this mass not only the -work- 
ing people and the people of the house at- 
tended, but also many from the neighbor- 
ing haciendas. Particular prayers were said 
fpr the success of the haciendas, and alto- 
gether a very impressive service was held. 
Everything went as usual during the day, 
but at night the entertainment was given 
over enthely to the workpeople. Tables 
had been placed on the lawn ia front of 
the house on which were immense stacks 
of candy and fruit, free pulque from the 
ranch had been procured in quantities, 
and the major domo had to have several 
assistants to help him deliver these 
things, of which the people, old and 
young, are so fond. System had to be 
employed in distributing the fruit and 
candy. As they passed in front of the 
tables those appointed as waiters gave to 
all as much as they could conveniently 
eat in a day or so. Attempts ore always 
made to work the waiters as many times 
as possible, and it was amusing to watch 
the little fellows especially dodge through 
the crowd and start in again, marching 
up as seriously aad innocently as could 
be with their little shirts bursting with 
what they had already stored away in- 
eide. 


The dancing began about 9 o'clock and 


lasted until 11, being carried on with 
vigor the whole of the time by old and 
young. It doesn't make much difference 
on these occasions who or what the part- 
ners are so long as they are nimble on 
their feet and have good staying powers. 
If a girl or woman be not available, men 
and boys dance with each other, the pri- 
mary object being not to waste the music. 


Perfect order, good feeling and polite- 


ness prevailed, and after the night wns 
over the people vrere ready to go home 
feeling better for their recreation and re- 
eolvcd to deserve by their work another 
fiesta of a like kind when the time comes 
round.—Mexican Herald.

the directories of former years, and 
will be bound in red, siiiiiiar to the 
binding of the 1899 directory.

It Coutu to Register Then In 


Varlvn* 
Coufitttft. 


The business of registering trademark* 


has become a most important industry. 
There was a time, a comparatively fen- 
years ago, when the question of protect- 
ing trademarks did not enter into the 
commercial value of the articles involved 
as it does now. This is due to the enor- 
mous increase in advertising of health 
foods, cereals, patent medicines and ath- 
letic novelties. The tariff of charge* for 
registering trademarks in the various 
countries seems in some instances to be 
based upon the idea that authorized la- 
bels and the like are as much a luxury as 
a coach and four. 
In Zulu land, Pern, 


Uruguay, Hongkong and Granada the 
tariff fixed by law for each trademark is 
$145 in gold, the highest on the entire 
list. 


In this country trademarks are filed 


with the patent office, and the price for 
registering one is $55, which is the lowest 
rate charged anywhere. Canada charges 
only §60 for a general or & special trade- 
mark. There are some countries in Eu- 
rope that demand $100 for registering a 
trademark, but ia Great Britain, Ger- 
mnny, Austria, France and Spain the fee 
in each case is $75. This is the rate ask- 
ed in the majority of the English colo- 
nies, including New South Wales and 
New Zealand, but in Cape Colony it is 
$115 and in South Africa $135. The lat- 
ter price is also demanded in Costa Rica. 
Some of the bargain counter sales of reg- 
istry for trademarks are obtainable In 
the Leeward islands, Jamaica, British 
Guiana, Mauritius, Argentine Republic, 
Bolivia, Chile, Guatemala, Sierra Leone 
and Bulgaria, each of which, charges 
$115. -Little Venezuela is content with 
$100 for the privilege of recording the 
existence of a patent label. 


There are thousands of trademarks that 


are never heard of by the great masses, 
because they are not properly advertised. 
The majority of trademark lawyers real- 
ize big profits fighting infringements of 
private marks rather than in registering 
new ones. One of them has just settled 
a case that was in the courts for four 
j-cars. The single word "favorite" was 
at issue, aad the courts have decided that 
there is no exclusive proprietary right in 
the word as a trademark. One of the 
most successful lawyers, who represents 
the interests of a big cereal firm and a 
cracker establishment as w£l, says that 
it costs more tHan $15,000 annually to 
protect bis clients from those who twist 
the names of brands in every conceivable 
way. 


American Badness Methods. 


"When I come to London," said a lead- 


ing American man. of business, "I find 
your bankers and merchants stroll into 
their 'Offices between 10 and 11 in the 
morning. I am at my desk at 7," s*.id 
he, ""and by noon I have completed 50 
transactions by telephone." Telegrams, 
in fact, are no longer up to date in tBe 
Unitec} States, and few busy men ever 
use a pen except to sign their names. 
They do not even dictate their letters. 
They speak into a phonograph and have 
their message typewritten from the in- 
strument. Life in the States is one per- 
pptual whirl of telephones, telesemes, 
phonograph*, electric bells, motors, lifts 
and automatic instruments. To me such 
a life would not be worth living, and the 
mere sight of it is incompatible with con- 
tinuous thought, but business seems to 
be done in that way. And I did not learn 
that the percentage of suicide or insanity 
was very seriously Increased by these 
truly maddening inventions. — Frederic 
Harrison in Nineteenth Century.

Mrs. Charles Powers of Shelburn* 


recently visited Miss Nellie 


Fans were used as sacred emblems ia 


India. 


The Romans used a circular fan on oc- 


casions of state. 


The early Greeks made fans of the flat 


leaves of the lotus. 


In China both sexes find the fan essen- 


tial to their comfort. 


The Chinese and Japanese bare from 


antiquity used fans ot all possible vari- 
eties. 


In ancient Egypt fans of strange shape 


made of parchment or feathers were used 
in religious ceremonies. 


Folding fans had their origin in Japan 


snd were imported thence to China. They 
weje of the shape still used. 


The fan is as much an article of dress 


with the Japanese woman as the cute lit- 
tle sash which ties in a big bow at the 
back of her gown.

In China fans of white paper are used,

Library rules ordinarily forbid the re- 


moval of valuable books and engravings 
from the premises, so that there is trou- 
ble in obtaining photographic copies of 
pictures or plates, the introduction of ar- 
tificial light or even of a camera being 
commonly prohibited. A method of get- 
ting over this difficulty which has been 
tried recently with success is to coat a 
piece of cardboard with a phosphorescent 
substance and, after sufficient exposure 
to the sun, place it at the back of the 
picture to be reproduced. Then (suppos- 
ing that the picture is ia a book) a dry 
plate is put against the face of it, and 
the volume is closed. This can be man- 
aged very easily by manipulating the dry 
plate under a cloth that covers the book. 


The dry plate is allowed to remain from 


18 to CO minutes, according to the na- 
ture and thickness of the paper. Then it 
Is withdrawn, under the cloth as before, 
and pat into a dark box for subsequent 
development.

ACCIDENT PROVED FATAL. 


Jerome N, Brlggs Injured Wednesday 


Afternoon Died This Morning. 


Jerome N. Briggs, who was seriously 


injured a' H. J. Arnold & Son's saw- 
mill Wednesday afternoon, when he 
slipped and fell on a circular buzz saw 
and nearly had his arm cut od, died 
at h«s home on Summer street this 
morning at about 3 o'clock. The best 
attendance was given him but gan- 
grene set in and amputation was con- 
sidered but abandoned when it was 
evident that ha could not live. Mr. 
Briggs' age was a chief factor against 
his recovery. 


Mr. Briggs was born in Cheshire in 


February, 1837 and when a small b'oy 
moved to this town and learned the 
machinists' trade. He worked for a 
short time in Hoosick Falls, N. Y., and 
also in the machine shop which was 
connected with the building of the 
Hoosac Tunnel. On returning to Ad- 
ams he learned the carpenter's trade, 
which was his vocation at the time of 
his death. 
Of a studious and bright 


mind, Mr. Briggs was an expert at his 
work and 
for years he did contract 


and special work. Most of his later 
years he had worked for Arnold & 
Sons. He was also known as a violin- 
ist and had furnished music for the 
early dancing parties. 


Mr. Briggs was a veteran of the 


civil war and at its outbreak he en- 
listed 
in 
the 
49th regiment. 
He 


served faithfully and was a good sol- 
dier, being honorably discharged In 
northern New York state. It was just 
after his discharge that he joined the 
Masonic lodge in Owego, N. Y. and 
was a chapter mason, though he never 
had been transferred to this town. 


Tt was 1859 that Mr Briggs married 


Miss Susan Leland and their married 
life had been a happy one. Mr. Briggs 
was always a hard working honest 
man and he proved a good husband 
and father. 
His keen wit was very 


noticeable and his apt sayings were 
characteristic of him. 


He leaves besides a widow, three 


children, Mrs. Florence Kneeland of 
Boston, Fred of Chicago, 111., and Mrs. 
George E. Sayles of this town. Also 
three brothers, Richard of North Ad- 
ams, Jeffrey of Cheshire, Russell of 
Rockvllle and a sister, Mrs. L. C". 
Kneeland of this town.

CURIOUS BURIAL FASHIONS. 


The Coffln* «n« Ui« Method* of th* 


Baale Hegro Tribe. 


On the Ivory Coast in West Africa, be- 


tween the rivers Bnndama and Nzi, there 
lives a curious negro tribe known as the 
Baule and which is a mixture of several 
races. So curious is it that M. Maurice 
Delafosse, a colonial official, has thought 
it well worthy of study, and he uow nar- 
rates some interesting fac» about it. 


The coffins used by the negroes, he 


says, are rectangular, and each is fash- 
ioned carefully out of a large block of 
acajou wood. The sides, moreover, are 
ornamented with colored bas-reliefs, and 
the cover is usually wrought in most 
artistic style. Aa an example of such a 
cover M. Delafosse presents one which 
was made in 1805 for the mummy of a 
chieftain named Nyango Kuassi. On it 
the chieftain is represented lying on a 
leopard skin, which has been artistically 
engraved, the spots therein being shown 
by squares cut out of the wood. 


Above the dead man is an engraving of 


an umbrella, the symbol of his high posi- 
tion on earth, and beneath it a bos of 
cartridges has been drawn. On the left 
is represented the gold bitted saber which 
he wore on parade, and above it is an en- 
graving of his favorite drinking cup. 
On the right in like manner may be seen 
drawings of his dagger and of his gun. 
Below the corpse is a death's head and 
the figure af a woman, who is holding in 
her hand a saucer filled with bread. The 
death's head represeats that one among 
the dead man's slaves who, according to 
ancient custom, should hare been sacri- 
ficed at the time of his death, but whose 
life w&s spared at the intercession of M. 
Delafosse. 


Ordinary Banle negroes are buried as 


soon as they die, but those of high rank 
are rarely burled for seven months, and 
some even are not buried for seven years. 
In the latter cases the body is duly em- 
balmed and then remains in the room 
where death occurs until it is placed in 
the coffin. Salt, alcohol and palm oil are 
the main Ingredients used in embalming, 
and cotton, with which gold dust Is some- 
times mixed, serves to conceal the open- 
ings which the operator has made in the 
body. 


Frequently thin plates of gold are also 


placed as a shield over the countenance, 
and all the ornaments that were worn in 
life are spread over the body. So the 
dead man lies on the mat where be died, 
and such is the influence of the air and the 
heat that within two months his body is 
transformed into a mummy. This was 
what • happened to the body of Nyango 
Kuassi, for it lay seven months in the 
death chamber before it was taken out 
to burial.

GREAT APPLE CROP- 


It* Value In the Country Far Ex- 


ceed* That of "Wheat. 


Recent statistics have brought to 


Hgbt a fact concerning the apple crop 
wbich, as compared with our wheat 
crop, Is generally not known, that in 
dollars and cents the apple crop is 
much the large*r, says a CarbondsUe 
(Ills.) dispatch to the St Louis Globe- 
Democrat. In 1900 the apple crop was 
215,000,000 barrels, or 538,000,000 bush- 
els. At the base of $2 per barrel, which 
Is considered a conservative estimate, 
the crop netted $430,000,000, or nearly 
$125,000,000 more than the value of the 
wheat. On a percentage basis the apple 
crop reaches nearly 50 per cent more 
than the wheat Our export of apples 
In the barrel exceeds 4,000,000 barrels a 
year and is Increasing enormously. 
Our apples have a fixed value from 
Liverpool to St Petersburg, and last 
year our shippers to foreign ports ex- 
perienced considerable difficulty In sup- 
plying the demands for our apples. 
This trade had grown for several years, 
but took an enormous bound after the 
Paris exposition owing to the fine 
American display and the manner and 
energy in which American fruit grow- 
ers presented the merits of the Ameri- 
can apple. 


Reports covering most of the state 


show that the cankerworm has made 
its appearance in large numbers, espe- 
cially in Jefferson and Wayne counties. 
Unsprayed orchards present the ap- 
pearance of baring been swept by fire. 
In Missouri the crop is reported in good 
condition except In Isolated sections.

HORSE DISTEMPER REACHES HERE 


Many Horses in This City and Adams 


Are Afflicted 


The horse distemper, which, has been 


making a good deal of trouble in New 
York and other parts of the country, 
as recently reported in this paper ,has 
readied this section and bids fair to 
cut a wide swath here, though for- 
tunately the disease does not thus far 
appear to be of a serious character. 
There are many cases in this city and 
Adams and without doubt the malady 
will make Use'' felt in all this re- 
gion before disappearing. 


The trouble so far consists almost 


entirely of a hacking cough, with 
which horses are attached very sud- 
denly. In most cases It doeg not seem 
to effect the strength of an animal to 
any extent, and liverymen and others 
are of the opinion that it is just as 
well to keep the horses at work unless 
they reach a condition Sn which, they 
refuse to eat, as a few of them do. 


It is thought the disorder will soon 


pass by and that there will be no seri- 
ous consequences where due care Is 
exercised. The trouble gives the livery- 
men considerable uneaslnes*, as people 
who hire horses are liable not to make 
such allowance as they should, and 
horses that are sent out from the sta- 
bles all right are dab:e to be attacked 
by the disease at any minute. 
This 


causes the owners some worry, es- 
pecially when horses are let to be 
driven a long distance. Th°re have 
been no fatal cases In this vicinity, 
but some of the horses at Adams are 
in rather bad condition.
